Tho Tonkinese tirailleurs who eom- 
posed the escort at once returned the fire, 
and tho fusillade continued for four hours, 
Two servants of the Chinese commissioners 
were wounded. : 

This action was probably taken at the in- 
atanee of the court of Hud; it shows how 
distrustful we should be of our good friends 
of Annam, who hoped, no doubt, in this 
instance to embroil us-with China and'en- 
danger the peace being concluded. ©

The Fatal Floods at Canton. 
(From Our Correspoutent.) 
Cantor, June 26th. 

I am now able ta forwanl you s few 
inore particulars’ relative to the recent 
floods in the Canton proving and some 
of their consequences. . 

Last Friday tho ombankwmnt at Tam 
Kong, a place about two days distance 
from Fatshan, gave way. After that the 
wator burst the ombankmenis at Tai Wai, 
Lo Kap, Fung Lok and Shek Kok, places 
situate in the districts of Nam Hoi, Tsing 
Unand Ko Iu. At Pan ling, a village | 
distant from Canton about a nile, a falling 
of houses caused the death by drowning of 
over twenty mon. 

At Kan Ta, a market placa situnte near 
an embankment on one of the streanis 
connocted with the river vhich brings 
down the water from the Nuith, and some 
water from the West Rivozy,the majority 
of the inhabitants were Govaed by the 
water bursting through tla embankment, 
Some escaped toa piece of rising ground 
in the neighbourhood, but ths water con- 
tinned to rise and gradually overtopped the 
hillock, and rising higher arulhigher drown- 
ed the rest of the villagors. 

Seventeen Chinose gradunts in Canton, 
hearing of the distress and miuring that 
wero pravalent in their nativevillages, took 
passages on a boat with a vkw to proceed 
to their homes and render what assistance 
they cod. On the way the bout was 
capsized and they wero all duwned, 


semoved all barriera in the river the 

steamer might have gone raund by the 

Macao passage, and thus the accident would 

have boon prevented. Besides this it is 

quite possible that the barriers in the river 

caused the water to accumulate moro in

No doubt, Hnginess, like all 
other professional men. will hava to: submit 
to some abatement of tho pecuniary advan- 
tapes they have hitherto onjoyed in view of. , 
the compotition brought about by tho 
changed condition of the age. But wo 
should aympathise with them in their do- 
chring that in an Eastern dimate the 
salaries that ara proposed aretoalow. The 
cdst of ton or two of cuals added to o 
man’s monthly wages really xpresonts a 
very small item of expenditur; and. any 
action which tends to result in employing: 
the worst, inatead of the best, chss of mon 
is to be deprecated. Tho onginvers of 
Shanghai and Hongkong have, we learn, 
determined to make a stand against the 
ponny-wiso andpound foolish policy which 
the private'steimey companies ara inaugu- 
rating; and thoy will, we suspect, havo tho 
tacit approval of tha agents and consignecs, 
who are obliged to act upon. instructions 
from home. We may in condnsion add
